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NEW JOHNS-MANVILLE TRANSITE PIPE 
PLANT AT DENISON, TEXAS 


On June 20, 1958 Johns-Manville opened the first 
continuous process asbestos-cement pipe plant in the” 
United States at Denison, Texas. 

It was an industry technological innovation roughly 
comparable to the introduction of the first continuous strip 
mill in the steel industry, company engineers said. The 
new plant, operated by electronic push-button controls, 
is an almost completely automatic factory. 

The plant is situated on a 469-acre site on the banks 
of the Red River which separates Texas from Oklahoma 
and puts to industrial use land formerly restricted to 
farming and pecan growing. It adjoins the 1,300-mile man- 
made Lake Texoma, ninth largest water reservoir in the 
world. 

The new Transite asbestos-cement pipe plant is one 
of eight new Johns-Manville factories being brought into 
production in the United States and Canada during 1958 
the company’s 100th anniversary year. 

Northeast Texas was selected as the location for this 
plant to speed deliveries and cut shipping costs in sup- 
plying the rapidly-growing southwestern states and ad- 
jacent areas with Transite asbestos-cement pipe for 
water and sewer systems, irrigation and industrial pipe 
lines, electrical conduit, air conditioning and other ducts. 
vents, flues and stacks. 

‘“‘Opening of our new plant at Denison marks an- 
other move forward by Johns-Manville and another mile- 
stone in the industrial progress of Texas,” Mr. Fisher 
told the plant opening audience. ‘‘There is no doubt 
that Texas is experiencing a spectacular growth. The 
Lone Star state is growing at a faster rate than the coun- 
try as a whole. Denison is now one of the 26 communities 
in the United States and Canada where we operate plants 
and mines. This new J-M plant will serve the rapidly- 
growing Southwest market, including Oklahoma, Colo- 
rado, Kansas, Arkansas, New Mexico and adjacent areas.” 

Mr. Fisher pointed out that Johns-Manville is no 
stranger to Texas. ‘‘In 1952 we acquired an asphalt roof- 
ing plant at Fort Worth,” he said. ‘‘But even then we

The Johns-Manville Pipe Division, which functions 
virtually as a separate company in manufacturing, mer- 
chandising and distributing its Transite asbestos-cement 
pipe products, will operate the Denison plant. Other J-M 
pipe plants are operated by the Division at Manville, New 
Jersey; Marrero, Louisiana; Stockton, California; Wat- 
son, California; and Waukegan, Illinois. Another Tran- 
site pipe plant is operated by the Canadian Products 
Division of Johns-Manville at Toronto, Ontario. 

The Johns-Manville Denison Plant, a ‘‘showplace” 
establishment among the company facilities scattered 
from northern Ontario and Quebee to New Orleans and 
from Tilton, New Hampshire to the Pacific Coast, is the 
culmination of more than half a century of engineering, 
production and industrial research experience in the man- 
ufacturing of Transite asbestos-cement products. 


It consists of five steel, concrete and corrugated 
Transite, one-story buildings covering 4 acres that in- 
clude 186,000 square feet of manufacturing and ware- 
housing floor space. The buildings have built-in corru- 
gated translucent sections permitting daylight operations 
inside the plant. All of the production equipment and 
process layout were designed by the Johns-Manville 
General Engineering Department to performance speci- 
fications of the J-M Pipe Division. The new plant uti- 
lizes the latest production techniques based on manufac- 
turing experience dating back to 1904 when Johns- 
Manville first introduced Transite asbestos-cement in 
flat sheets, from 1921 when it was first fabricated in cor- 
rugated form and from 1929 when Transite asbestos- 
cement was first produced in tubular or cylindrical shape. 

The continuous-process pipe machine, designed by 
Johns-Manville engineers, includes a double press arrange- 
ment which allows formation of pipe at two alternating 
stations to which pipe mandrels are magazine-fed auto- 
matically. A very rough description of the process could 
compare it with the old-multi-barrel Gatling gun. Com-

A method has been devised by The Universal Asbes- 
tos Manufacturing Co. Ltd. for insulating existing build- 
ings from the outside. This innovation in the field of 
structural insulation is intended particularly for indus- 
trial buildings with sheeted roofs, but it is equally suit- 
able for farm and other buildings of similar construction. 

Installation of the exterior sandwich is simple. It 
is applied entirely to the outside of the existing building, 
thus avoiding completely any disturbance to plant, in- 
convenience to employees or disruption of production. 

Some modification of the simple basic procedure 
may be necessitated by details in the design of individual 
existing buildings. Provision has been made for neat 
finishing at ridges, eaves and around rooflights, including 
the design of special flashing pieces. In many instances 
the original ridge capping may be re-used. 

The cost of exterior sandwich insulated roofing de- 
pends on the selected profile of the new asbestos cement 
sheeting, on the design detail of the existing building 
and other variables.

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WHAT IS ASBESTOS? 
By W. E. Sinclair, M.|.M.M. 


To many readers it will come as a shock to learn 
that asbestos has been classified as an Insulant Metal and 
linked with mica. 

It should not be necessary, in ‘‘ASBESTOS” of all 
places, to draw attention to this misnomer of the only 
natural inorganic fibrous mineral that, although the per- 
fect insulant, is of equal value in many other industrial 
products. Therefore it is not only an insulant—nor is it 
a metal. Anyway criticism, if only as a corrective, might 
prove of of some interest. 

As an insulant, it is accepted that asbestos, because 
of its valuable natural properties, plays a very important 
part in the production of many forms of insulation. In- 
deed, as a basic substance or as a.component, it is super- 
ior to most others in this industrial field. This is, of 
course, accounted for by the unique qualities of asbestos 
fibres, many of which are in no way common to other 
insulating materials. For instance, its value of being 
incombustible and its power of resistance to high tem- 
peratures are most important attributes only second to 
the property of some asbestos varieties that resist acids 
or caustics. All asbestos fibres are absolutely durable 
and withstand the corrosive action of sea water and are 
normally weather proof. Also some are non-conductors 
of electricity. In addition, the relatively light weight of 
the fibre and the wonderful resiliency of fibre products, 
when subjected to shock, are all factors that reflect just 
a few of their most important and superior values. 

Linked with mica in this field, suggests a rather 
limited sphere, (merely as an insulant) in its application 
in industry which, to say the least, is misleading, for as 
is well known, asbestos is not only superior, as an in- 
sulant, but enjoys a far wider range in many other in- 
dustrial applications, far removed from the field of 
insulation. 

One need hardly mention the wide scope in industrial 
utilization in which asbestos is recognized as a vital and 
sometimes essential mineral. For example, in the manu 
facture of asbestos-cement products, friction linings, 
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packing, gaskets, rope and cord, filter products, conveyor 
belting, fireproof materials, plasters and paints plus the 
great variety of modern applications in the plastic-resin 
field and phenolic- asbestos products, are just a few items 
in which asbestos fibres play a most important part. 
These really are but a few of the more common uses out- 
side of the field of insulating materials. 

One could name many more examples, but it is ob- 
vious that sufficient has been said to satisfactorily dis- 
pel the eronneous and misleading designation referred to. 

However, of equal import to some, it may be of in- 
terest to know that asbestos is not a metal, by any stretch 
of imagination. A mineral, ves, but even so, to be ab- 
solutely correct it should be defined specifically as a base 
non-metallic mineral; a qualification that definitely dif- 
ferentiates it from the class of mineral that might be 
characterized by certain metallic properties, common to 
metals, such as those possessing a degree of ductability, 
malleability or other qualities entirely foreign to a 
fibrous rock product like asbestos.

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MARKET CONDITIONS

GENERAL BUSINESS 

General business as measured by most recognized 
indices continues to improve. On the average the rise is 
slow but steady. The long anticipated steel price rise has 
been announced. In view of extremely competitive con- 
ditions in the market for consumers’ durable goods it may 
be some time before the rise in cost of steel is reflected 
in the price tag on end products. 


Several auto producers are now retooled for 1959 
models and substantial numbers of workers have now been 
called back to start production. There is as yet no indi- 
cation as to how the new models will sell. Public reac- 
tion to the new ears can, of course, have a substantial 
effect on the general economic situation. 

The stock market has been strong, indicating an 
underlying belief that the corner has been turned. 


In general no startling upward moves in business are 
expected until later in the month. However, the firmness 
exhibited during the summer doldrums does lend credence 
to the general belief that more marked improvements in 
most sectors of the economy will occur during the last 
quarter of this year. 


ASBESTOS—RAW MATERIAL 

Coincident with the improvement in the Building 
Materials Industry there has been a noticeable pick-up in 
shipments of asbestos fibre, with July being the largest 
month to date this year running roughly 10% ahead of 
the similar month last year. 

This has aided the year to date figures which are now 
running only 16% behind last year versus 18% to 20% 
in the earlier months. 

Indications are that this rate will hold up in the im- 
mediate months ahead.

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Asbestos Brake Lining. The replacement market is 
running about 9% ahead of last year and should continue 
at that rate. Equipment market should have a good last 
quarter due to new models coming out starting in Sep- 
tember. 


Asbestos Paper. At present, the paper market is still 
very slow with capacity well in excess of demand, but an 
improvement in sales is expected during the last quarter. 
The Millboard market is still highly competitive and vol- 
ume below estimates for the year. Some increase in demand 
seems probable though not likely to be significant during 
the balance of the year.
